A CELEBRATED WOMAN. 

Oalln UoUoniilil, tUe Hallor Captain Immortal- 
ized -A Iirave Lass. 

The folluwiiig appears in the Ladiet' 
''onuistic Mmiazim, .a mouthly " journal 
imblished at Ifanstead, P. Q.,: 

V'i(,-roitiA, H. C, .Ian. 15, 1887.— The 
sealing schooner Maggie Uarliiig wont 
aiilioro on Pebah)tl' Island last Monday 
night. A liorce storm was raging at the 
time, and when the wreck was boarded 
iie.\t moiinng her captain, whp was a dai-- 
ing young woman, was found dead at the 
wlieel, to whioh she had clung till the laat 
The name of this heroine was Calin Mo- 
Donald, and the story of her life is aouri- 

ous one. 

Capt. McDonakl, Cnliii's father, spent 
all his life in tho seal industry. He waa 
tho owner of the Maggie Darling, and 
seventeen years ago Calin waa born in the 
schooner's snng little cabin. Four yeara 
later.it is said, Mrs. j\IcDoimlil eloped with 
a ( i'nveriiiiient agent and nothing more 
was heard of her. Calin, therefore, apent 
the rest of lier lifoon board the aehooner 
with bur father, her knowledge of the 
world outaide ita wooden walls consisting 
only of what she gathered on brief viaita 
to the shores along which her father coast- 
eil. She waa truly a daughter of the sea — 
liright, [iretty and brave as a man. A 
t liorougli seaiiiiin alio waa, with a full 
knowledge of navigation, and she stood 
her watch regularly with the rest of tha 
crew, consisting of two men. About six 
months ago Captjiiu McDonald died mid 
Calin took command of the schooner. She 
piii'.'iiied tho seal industry with an enthu- 
siasm that surprised oven tho old huutors, 
and tho sailors obeyed hor with alacrity. 

A gale was raging last Monday night, 
and h(;avy seas made rough weather for 
the scli(Miiu;r. With difficulty aho was put 
about ,-uid headed for Pebalofl' Islands. 
The seii.s ran higher and higher, and aa 
night came on, H. .lackaon, one of thu 
sailors, was washed overboard. Calin stood 
firmly at tho wheel, while HinO; tho only 
remaining sailor, tried vainly to keep con- 
trol of the sails. About midnight, in apito 
(if the endeavors of the hapless pair, tho 
schooner was blown on a reef and lirmly 
wedged. At that iiiomoiit, the main mast 
wont by the board and II iiie was carried 
Into tho sea with the wreckage. He auc- 
ceeded, however, in reaching the ahore, 
after hours of expoaure in the freezing 
waters. When morning broke the wreck 
waa sighted and a boat's crow put off to 
save the skipper. As they appi. ached the 
wreck it was noticed that the foremast 
had falluii and lay extended, ali^ng the 
deck and over tho stern. T|ioy.. called 
loudly for Calin, but no answer. cuaie, and 
it waa feai-ed thab she also had been wash- 
ed overboard. Two of the crew volunteer- 
ed to hoard tlie vessel, and with difficulty 
they succeeded, only to find tho form of 
Calin liangiiig over tho wheel, crushed t; 
death. Th ' .dy of the girl caj.:. 
taken on shore as carefully as the cirouin- 
stancea would permit, and the old aalts 
mourned a brave lass.

streets are a pandenmniuin, that female 
virtue is at a heavy discouiil 
and that nearly every man 
they mot stank of whisky. 
The liberal statesmen are right. Victoria 
has been libelled by a brace of Torouton- 
ians who were eithur "st uti'ed" by ipies- 
tionable conipaiiicuis with whom they eon- 
sorted or delilierat uly libbed. If the 
former they will iuuiudiately apologize 
for their sUitements; if the latter, they 
will stick to tlieir Munehauaetiisiu. 
the side of the picture painted liv the 
Salvation Army henjcs. Victoria hangs 
that of Messrs. Triiw ;md Patersou anil 
asks her sons and ilaiighters which are 
the truthful and wliich the uutrutliful 
artists. 

THE LIBEKAL llEJ-yriNG. 

Messrs. Trow and Paterscjii cannot lie 
said to bavo met with nnieh success in 
their attempt tn implant libei-al |irinciple.s 
iuVictoria. Tlu'V lahdiud under the dis- 
advantage of speakiiii; 111 a very meagre 
audience wliicli was as enld anil spiritless, 
as uneiithusiastie and undemonstrative as 
any we can remember having seen in this 
city. Mr. Trow is a moat geniid gentle- 
man, but we are afr.aid he split tun many 
"chestnuts" tn cnnviiii'e his auililnrs that 
the l)arty, of ivliicli lu! is snelev er a whip, 
should atUiiii the reins of govenimeiil and 
the sweets of othce. I lls defense of that 
- ■ arch-traitor lliel was very ill-timed, .ind

hearers, amongst whom there vv.as a geiii^ral 
muriiun' <>{ dissrnl. lie had, lu; said, been 
called Kiel on the stump, but nobody 
would ever think of cniiiparing sn really 
excellent a genthMiiaii with the abandoned 
wretch who met his just fate on the scat- 
fold at Regina. Mr. Patersou must he 
credited with being quite an elocpionr 
speaker, but he failed to create anything 
original, going nvertbi! old beaten ground 
and rehearsing I lie saim.' nld 
speech which has <lniie service 
so many times at Ottawa. There were a 
great many loose joints in his .irinor, 
which the audiencw cenld not fail to do 
tect, his argument on the tarill' iiuestion 
being p.articulai'ly lame. Wo do not 
opino there will be any diminution in tlie 
conservative zeal of the elect u-s of Vic- 
toria becau.io of ihe appearance of the 
worthy (/i(o in this city. On the contra- 
ry, the party of true progress and re- 
form, under the (lr;ind Old <Jliieftaiii, will 
be forciblj' contrasted with that of poxei'l \' 
and ruin under, so far as iMessrs, 'I'row ;ind 

. Patersonare eoiicei ned, apparently no vis- 

■ ible head. Tin- one Ipuilds uji; the other 
pulls down, but iiidoini,' sofailstoannouiu e 
any proper substitute for that which it 
would ruthlessly destiny. On tho tariff 
(piestion, really the only great issue be- 
fore the ijeo|)le, the Ivebuniers, »ilh 
Mr. Blake as tlieir moul hpieee, 
turned such a enmplclc .soiiiersauh diiriii ; 

'the last cnnipaigii as lo iMUiviiK'e ilie I'nini- 
try that, Frtn'Trade wasi nvvocably dead so 
faras Imth ]ioliiiLal partiis are concerned. 
There rually is nothing to criticize in 
either of the gentlemen's speeches but 
whiil: has been probed to the boltum a 
hundred times over. Nothing new wa.s 
brought out; the old rubbish, however, 
did valiant duty as of ohl.

Trow and Patersou failed to throw much 
light upon the public issues of the day,

somewhat extravagantly termed bini — 
received such an eulogiuinas would ii;ivo 
delighted his heart had ho heard it, for it 
is well known ho is susceptible to, liattei-y 
bo it ever so fulsom^'; Hfa was deticribed 
as such a remarkable man, so powerful 
and so moral, that Sir John would be glad 
to trade oil' any two memburs of bis cab- 
inet to .secure his services.

I'atersoii drew on his imagination some- 
what, it is true, but-if -:he -had such a 
strong love and roverenqb .for his old 
lenders, nobody had reasi'iii "t6 find fault 
witli him.

Was it possible' rtJlat the speakers 
would fail to give him due mention I 
'iVill that geiitleniaii believe, will the lib- 
eral party, will tho conservatives believe 
that frt)iii first to last, in the address pre- 
sented filossrs. Patersou and 'I'row, 
throughout those gentlemen's lengthy 
speeches the name of Laurier was not 
mentioned o>ice / He had just been ele- 
vated to his high dignity, two of his sup- 
porters were, for the first time since his 
selection, addressing presumably u liberal 
club, which makes up in earnoaluess 
what it sadly lacks in numbers, and the 
name of the honored chief was completely 
ignoreil.

Some few years 
ago she liinnded in Paris a dispen.sary for 
cliildivn of all creeds, which is ])r()l)al)ly 
the liui's!. iiist itution of its kind in the 
world. The dispen.sary is solely main- 
tained by Madame Purtado-1 leiiio, who 
adds another claim to the recognition of 
her 'government and country by the in- 
tense devotion and care she bestowed on 
the sick and wounded during the time of 
the Fraiico-Ciurman war. It was fiU' those 
ileeds in particular that she received the 
ribbon nfthe Legiim of Honor; but she 
has also cjirrieil out many other be- 
nevolent works on an extensive scale, 
from which the .Jewish coinmunity espe- 
ciallj- lii'iiidits. The magniticeiit new syn- 
agogue, which is now one of the siglits of 
\'ersaille8, also owes its existence to this 
philanthropic lady, of whom ivll Paris is 
proud.

tho dock, had his li.it ; he replied yea; 
then 1 told the Chinainau to get his hat; 
he followed the bluejackets, and when 1 
was near the road leading to tho club, 1 
told the Chinaman tu take his hat and 1 
would seo fair play; the inon entered the 
bush and laid down; I foUoived niul took 
tho hat otl' Vming's liead and gavo it to 
tho Chiiiaintin; I then looked at 
.Starkoy's cap to learn his njime, 
but did not lind it; tho engineer 
look the cap and said he woidd lake it 
aboard with a view - to ascertaining the 
immo of ita owner. He then loft and I 
proceeded to my home; heard voices and 
saw the prisoiieta coming in my direction. 
When about live yaiil.s away St.-irki^y 
picket! ti|i two atoiiea .'lud aaiil, "Where is 
my ciip?" lie inieil very biiil language and 
intiiiitUed that he would smash my head 
in, 1 told Stfvrkuy that Mr. John had 
taken the caji aboar.l. Y unig ran after 
t he Cliiii.iman, but not catching him re- 
luriiod; Starkey altetn[)ted to strike nie 
but I parried. He then ran to meet 
Young and said, "Come on mate, we'll

a alone; received another blow behind the 



ear and also two bruises on the left arm. 
Young was very drunk and to that I at - 
tribute my escape from being killed.

The Jietty otllcer returned when he .saw 
Mr. Wake coining niid the prisoners ran 
away. Starkey waa not very drunk."
